The capital invested in 
the industry totals $57,000,000, of 
which Ontario accounts for more than 
$48,000,000 with a total of 640 out of 
the 1,236 plants throughou tthe Do- 
minion. The total number of em- 
ployees is 13,084, with a payroll of 
over 15,000,000. In 1919 there were 
61, 257 touring cars manufactured in 
Canada, with a value of over $52,000,- 
000, Trucks numbered 7,527, with an 


aggregate value of $4,850,000.
